UPPOSE that the Apostle Paul, in- 

stead of preaching Christ and Him 
crucified, had gone into the heathen 
world acknowledging the good in the 
different pagan systems. Suppose he had 
admired the classical literature of the 
Romans and Greeks and their philoso- 
phies, appreciated their arts and said, 
“We commend the good traits in all 
these things,” and instead of preaching 
Christ and Him crucified, had used 
words of wisdom, excellency of speech, 
which would have proved him to be an 
educated man and a liberal, and would 
have gained the respect of the heathen 
world, and when he arrived in Rome 
suppose he had _ suggested different 
schemes to partly abolish certain moral 
evils in Rome, such as drunkenness, 
ambling, and slavery. Would Satan have 
pposed him? Would he have tried to 
lock ‘his path and destroy his life? Cer- 
ainly not! The devil knew he was 
eaded for Rome to preach the gospel 
here and he didn’t want it done. Other- 
wise *he would have assisted in every 
possible way. 












Watch a snake in the grass, how it 
glides along nearer and nearer its prey 
till it makes the final dart to capture 
its victim. He, the old serpent, is seen 
in all history to destroy the gospel of 
grace. Little by little, error after error, 
corruption after corruption is’ intro- 
duced. He is seen looping his rope 





around our colleges and seminaries, 
stripping the ministry of its power, rob- 
bing its victory, destroying the message 
of the blood and the power of God un- 
to salvation, filling the church pews 
with unregenerated hearts, sending the 
ministry out to a ruined world with on- 
ly religion of the brain, no salvation of 
the heart, no passion for the lost, no- 
body is blessed, modernism wages ahead 
playing its dirty work. The cross is ig- 
nored, crime is increasing in a most de- 
ceitful form, and the cry is alarming. 
Say, brother, you can’t make men 
better by new inventions, greater dis- 
coveries; you can’t outlaw war and 
crime. Right here let me say, with all 
the attempt to abolish war, war is still 
going on. Jesus Christ declared war to 
the very end of this age. The same with 
crime. You can’t humor it, you can’t 
educate it, you can’t acknowledge any 
good it has accomplished. It will only 
increase to more ungodliness, the highest 
expression of lawlessness. The greatest 
act of lawlessness was the rejection of 
Jesus Christ the Son of God. The most 
lawless cry heard in history from human 
lips is the cry from the howling, angry 
mob, “Away with him,” ‘“Crucify 
him.” Barabbas, the murderer, the ser- 
pent seed, is our choice. That hour of 
lawlessness was the triumph of the ser- 
pent when he used man to nail the Son 
of God to the cross, but that hour from 
which the holy Son of God shrank, His 


sweat became as great drops of blood 
bathed Gethsemane in tears, white- 
washed Calvary with His blood, brought 
the serpent defeat. Let me again say, 
our civilization and its imaged progress 
has not made man more righteous, neither 
has it alarmed the devil. You may ask, 
why he will and does assist that and op- 
pose the cross. Here is why, if the mes- 
sage of the cross is preached, men hear 
that, accept it, his kingdom comes to its 
end in that individual heart and the devil 
knows that. 

Man is lost, his nature is to do wrong; 
man needs deliverance, he can’t be better 
without supreme help. So we ask our 
would-be reformers to admit this one 
fact, you can’t teach men into heartfelt 
religion. Jesus offers a new nature, the 
nature of God, the passing away of the 
old things and beginning the new life and 
nature in Christ. Remember, before the 
Son of God left this world He gave a 
commission, and what was it? Was it a 
commission to civilize the nations of 
the world, to abolish crime by legisla- 
tive laws, to outlaw wars, to introduce 
a new social order? Did He promise a 
new world conquest and a kingdom in 
which liberty would rule? He left no 
such commission, nor did He give such 
a promise, but before He departed He 
commanded “that repentance and _ re- 
mission of sins should be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem,” Luke 24:47, and again, 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you,” Acts 
1:8. 

What was the great message—to 
build a kingdom by which the nations 
would become more civilized and world

“Ghe Range of Prayer

“Ye shall ask what we will, and it 
shall be done unto you,” John 15:7. 


“That if two of you shall agree on 
earth as touching any thing that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them of 
my Father which is in heaven,” Matt. 
18:19. 


There is no point in the range of 


God’s province which prayer does not 
reach. Wherever God is prayer touches. 
Whatever is the extent of God’s power 


that is the range of prayer. The range 
and power of prayer is gauged by God’s 
wisdom and power to do. The circle of 
prayer is bounded by the border of 
eternity. Prayer takes hold of omnipo- 
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tence. Prayer can be made in any lan- 
guage, offered by any human being on 
any part of the globe, for anything, at 
any time, night or day, by rich or poor, 
sick or well, homeless or friendless, old 
or young, in prison or out, ruler or 
subject, on land or sea or air, by fa- 
ther or mother, son or daughter, hand- 
maid or servant, in time of peace or 
war; from any point of the compass 
prayer can reach God and get help in 
time of need. 

“Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not,” Jer. 
33:3. This call came to Jeremiah in the 
court of the prison. He was God’s chos- 
en prophet and intercessor. 

Prayer puts spiritual forces in ac- 
tion. They cannot be explained, but they 
can be known by the effect manifested. 
Believers are the channel for the trans- 
mission of spiritual, divine power. One 
writer says, “If the power of the medi- 
atorial presence has no conducting lines 
along which to travel, it must sleep for- 
ever, and the world be left to swing in 
the old grooves of evil and death.” The 
manifestation of all the energies of that 
divine presence can only come through 
the believing prayers of the disciples. 

Another noted writer says, “The 
prayer of faith is mightier than dyna- 
mite for it has the almightiness of God 
linked to it. It reaches round the world. 
It can touch the highest heaven, or 
shake the lowest hell. Prayer may be as 
simple as a baby’s cry, as eloquent as a 
tear, as secret as a heart pang, as swift 
as lightning, as mighty as a tornado, as 
strong as love, and as divinely human 
as the Christ of God!” 

ITS RAPIDITY 

Prayer moves faster than light, out- 
distances the earth, swifter than light- 
ning and quick as thought. Distance is 
not counted and time is not reckoned 
when the intercessor prays. The prayer 
of faith touches the object at once 
through the divine channel. “When ye 
pray, believe,” Mark 11:24. Moses prayed 
for Miriam and said, “Heal her now, 
O God, I beseech thee,” Num. 12:13. 
She was healed. 

PRAYER CONFLICT 


Evil forces oppose prayer. Satan and 
his allies are lined up against Christ and 
His Church. Christ is our “prayer lead- 
er” as the world makes its last move to 
block the gospel and delay the return 
of the Lord. The Holy Spirit is our 
helper and leader against the malignant 
forces of wicked spirits these last days. 
Heb. 7:25; Rom. 8:26. This earth is 
the battlefield. The contenders against 
the rulers of “the darkness of this 
world, and wicked spirits in high places, 
are the saved, sanctified, baptized and 
healed saints of God.”

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Deception of Jews by Anti- 
christ 


‘And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and 
for the overspreading of abominations he 
shall make it desolate, even until the 
consummation, and that determined shall 
be poured upon the desolate,” Dan. 9:27. 

This Antichrist is the man of sin 
that will come at a time when the 
world has lost its balance, and the first 
thing he will do will be to take over 
every government and set the entire 
world on a paying basis. We feel that 
so many misunderstand this time that 
is just ahead of us. We are sure that Je- 
sus will descend on the clouds of heav- 
en and resurrect the dead in Christ and 
catch away those who are ready for His 
coming. 

The latter part of verse 26 of Daniel 
9 tells us that the period just before the 
Antichrist period is one of wars and 
desolations, and we see that we cer- 
tainly are in this time. 

This man of sin will have great au- 
thority and great power. Dan. 8:23-25. 
This beast will run his awful course in 
seven years. The Jews are going back 
to their homeland, that is, all orthodox 
Jews, looking for their Messiah.

corn, and will increase it, and lay no 
famine upon you. And I will multiply 
the fruit of the field, that ye shall re- 
ceive no more reproach of famine among 
the heathen,” Ezek. 36:29, 30. 

I am sure this prophecy is yet to be 
fulfilled in its entirety. The Jews are 
barred from the old temple site. It 
means death if they go in. They are to 
rebuild this temple and I am sure that 
Antichrist will aid them when he comes 
on the scene and makes a covenant with 
them for one week, which is seven years. 
They are to possess their land regardless 
of the interference of the Turks or any 
other people. 

“Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will save my people from the 
east country, and from the west coun- 
try; And I will bring them, and they 
shall dwell in the midst of Jerusalem: 
and they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God, in truth and in righteous- 
ness,” Zech. 8:7, 8. 

Here is a direct prophecy concerning 
God’s people, the Jews. This certainly 
did not have reference to their Baby- 
lonian captivity and return because the 
Jews went only into the east country, 
but here they are to be brought from 
the east country and from the west 
country, and they shall dwell safely.

The first three and a half years of 
the Antichrist reign will mean great 
prosperity to the Jews, but if you notice 
Dan.

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WHO MADE THE WORLD 


The first verse in the Bible tells us 
who made the world. It says, “In the 
beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth,” Gen. 1:1. Yes, God made 
this very world that we live in.

Of what do you suppose He made the 
world? Well, He made it out of noth- 
ing. He didn’t have to have wood, nails, 
glass, soil, or anything to begin with, 


.but He just made it out of nothing. All 


He had to do was just speak the word 
and the different things appeared. 

He didn’t make everything on the 
first day. At first the earth didn’t have 
any shape and was covered with water 
and there was not a ray of light any- 
where. My, what would we do without 
light? Light is such a wonderful thing 
and God knew that the world would 
need light so he said, “Let there be 
light,” and there was light. Then He 
divided the light from the darkness. He 
called the light “day” and the darkness

The message of the cross brought me 
to the feet of Jesus where I was made 
happy.

There glory filled my soul, there 
I was set free. Modernists may howl, in- 
fidels may mock, the products of Mos- 
cow may sneer, but that Hebrew boy 
that Pilate washed his hands of is real.

“Wherefore he saith, Awake thou that 
sleepest and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light,” Eph. 5: 
14. Wake modernist, wake up man- 
kind, we must all give heed to the all- 
powerful voice of the Son of God. There 
is power in the blood of the Son of 
God. It has not dried up. The flow is 
just as fresh as it was on Calvary when 
the centurion said, “Truly this was the 
Son of God,” proving the prophecy, 
Num. 24:17, “I shall see him, but not 
now: I shall behold him, but not nigh: 
there shall come a Star out of Jacob, 
and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and 
shall smite the corners of Moab, and 
destroy all the children of Sheth.” "Twas 
for this purpose He died to destroy the 
devil’s works in the individual life now, 
and of the universe in time to come or 
in the kingdom age. Oh! as I sit here 
and praise God for the blood I notice 
Mr. Lopez, a noted band leader, spon- 
sors a new “Spangled Banner,” looking 
forward to the day it will be sung as 
gayly as the boys sing “Sweet Adeline” 
or “Silver Threads Among the Gold,” 
but somehow I can’t believe it will 
work as the “Star Spangled Banner” has 
gone too deeply into our national con- 
sciousness. There is too much history 
and sentiment behind it. It lived all the 
way through the War of 1812 and the 
Mexican War, the Spanish War and the 
Great War. 


The young man who wrote the “Star 
Spangled Banner,” under the excitement 
and inspiration of terrific commotion, 
was Francis Key. He was a lawyer as 
well as a poet and was fighting the 
British as a volunteer. In an artillery 
battery the Red Coats had captured 
Washington and burned the White 
House and were bent on taking Balti- 
more, his home city. Out on the road- 
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stead of Baltimore the British fleet was 
bringing its guns to bear on Fort Mc- 
Henry. Key, under a white flag of 
truce, got in a small boat and had him- 
self rowed to the British flagship to ap- 
peal for the release of his friend, Dr. 
William Beanes. The British officer 
greeted Mr. Key courteously when it 
was proven to them that Dr. Beanes 
treated their own wounded. The admiral 
promptly ordered the doctor’s release 
but they were not permitted to return 
immediately to Baltimore. They must 
wait the attack, the result of the bom- 
bardment which was about to begin. 
Throughout the afternoon and night of 
September 13, 1814, Key watched the 
shells falling on Fort McHenry, his heart 
contracting at every roar of the can- 
non for fear the fort and city were 
doomed. Just before dawn the bom- 
bardment ended. In silence Key paced 
the deck, peering through the blackness 
toward the fort, praying for daylight, 
wondering if the flag was still there. 
The light came rapidly and the first 
beams of the rising sun bathed in glory 
the shimmering “stars and stripes” still 
waving in the air, and the enemy was 
hastily retreating to its ships. The at- 
tack had failed and Francis Scott Key, 
returning to shore, put down on scraps 
of paper the lines that had burned in 
his brains as the British cannons ham- 
mered Fort McHenry, and that night 
in a Baltimore hotel he wrote on a sheet 
of note paper the thirty-two lines that 
became the anthem of the Republic, 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” Oh, long 
may it wave over the land of the free 
and the home of the brave. 

Brother, I feel something there. We 
Church of God preachers remind me of 
Key, when the enemy is attacking the 
blood-stained banner, many a night we 
pace the floor, wring our hands and 
weep, but oh glory to God, when the 
light appears, we realize that all per- 
nicious attacks have not darkened “Old 
Glory.” Somewhere the victorious ban- 
ner is waving. It has been bombarded 
by all the powers of hell, but it has 
never compromised and you can’t sub- 
stitute anything for it. It won’t have 
the effect, neither produce the feeling. 
So the poet says, 


“What can wash away my sins? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus; 
What can make me whole again? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 


Sinning preachers and church mem- 
bers, listen, “He that committeth sin 
is of the devil; for the devil sinneth 
from the beginning. For this purpose the
